TUESDAY. 


Petrograd announces a decisive vic­ 
tory over tho Turkish army at Sari 
Kamyoli. 
The 
entire 
Ninth 
Army 
corps oi’ Turks was captured. Heavy 
losses 
were inflicted on two other 
corps who are in precipitate flight. 


The French right wing is advancing 
toward the Rhine, and the hard-press­ 
ed Germans are falling back, says a 
Paris oincial statement. With Qtein- 
bach as a base, the French are push­ 
ing forward troops in the direction of 
Muelhausen and Metz. 


A terrific battle is raging along the 
Bzura river for eighty miles /and the 
Germans have resumed their offen­ 
sive. Vienna reports a check to the 
Russians driving toward Cracowf. 


Portugal has entered the war on 
the side of the allies and Portuguese 
troops havo attacked the Germans in 
Angola, West Africa. 


WEDNESDAY. 


The Turkish army in Trans-Cauca­ 
sia has been shattered. The Russians 
took 35.0UU prisoners. The remnants 
of the enQmy's strength are fleeing in 
disorder. 


Germany has launched a new drive 
against Warsaw from north Poland. 
A great army is moving along the up­ 
per Vistula. Russia reports progress 
in East Prussia and Galicia. 


Severe fighting continues in Alsace 
between the French and Germans for 
possession of Sennheim (Cernay). 


Intimations made in the course of 
debate in the house of lords are to tho 
effect that Great Britain's army may 
soon reach nearly 3,000,000. 


An appalling situation among tho 
French peasants in the valley of tho 
Meuse was found by the American 
relief commission, which found 10,00u 
persons without food. Many deaths 
from starvation fcjwe occurred. 


THURSDAY.

Berlin 
claims to have repulsed the French in 
Alsace, while announcing gains in tho 
Argonncs. 


Paris dispatches say that German 
aviators who attempted another raid 
on Dunkirk were driven oft. It is also 
reported that German Zoppelino aro 
preparing to make a raid over Eng* 
land. 


Gorman military authorities in Bel­ 
gium deny the report of tho arrest of 
Cardinal Morcier, Belgiau primate. A 
Netherlandr dispatch confirms the re­ 
port of his being held a prisoner. 


FRIDAY. 


Tho Germans have driven the Rus*

Joke Over Life in Trenches. 


I replied frankly that I had never 


Their 
clothes were torn and covered with 
layers of yellow clay and their shoes 
looked like lumps of mud which nad 
hardened around their feet 
Yet the 


men were laughing and joking happily 
enough. We entered the village inn, 
a picturesque tavern blackened with 
smoke with strings of onions hanging 
from the rafters, while in the corner 
the aged grandfather was weaving on 
a hand loom. Over their coffee and 
brandv the soldiers renewed their 
jokes at the expense of the "'bodies" 
(Germans'), their own dirtiness and va- 
rious features of life in the trencbss 


To the accompaniment of a distant 


cannonade the> told the history of 
their company since the beginning of 
the war 
They had participated in 


mans battles and the company had 
been entirelv reorganized three times. 
Of the original contingent of 250 men 
onl\ one officer and ten men were 
left.

return and another went to hunt for

his liead above the ground and was in- 
stantlv shot through both temples. 
The soldier w-ho told this story took 
the towels from his dead comrade and 
calmly returned to wash himself.

The khedive 
has alWMjs been a Turkophile. pre- 
ferring the portp to England, which be 
has always hared. 


In addition to this there has been 


a very considerable pro-Turkish ele- 
ment in Egypt which, with the ruler, 
would h,a^e raised very serious objec- 
tions to the use of the revenues of the 
nation to fortify the canal against the 
Turks, who. in all probability, would 
have construed such an action as a bos- 
tile step 


The porte has always Insisted that 


the desert of Tih really belongs to 
Turkey and was not included in the 
khediviate. In 390G. on the occasion of 
a Bedouin uprising in the province of 
Sinai and the Tih desert a British offi- 
cial of the Egyptian government, was 
appointed commander and inspector of 
the peninsula.

evacuate Taba on tbe ground that it 
was Egyptian territory and finally 
forced him to consent to the fixing of 
the boundary Une so that it should 
run from El Rafa, on the Mediterra- 
nean to a i»int on the gulf of Akabah, 
nt 'oast three miles past of the town 
of Akabah.

LOST 100,000 
IN PRUSSIA ROUT

Czar's Reverse Turned Into 
Complete Rout. 


BIG BATTLE IN MOUNTAINS 


Russia Reports the Capture of Inv 
portant Passes—Massing Troops In 


Galicia. 


The German official statement an­ 
nounces that the captures in the bat­ 
tle of the Mazurian lakes district in 
East Prussia have been increased to 
seven generals and more than 100,000 
men. The pieces of cannon taken nuin- 
oere<Tl50. 


The following official statement was 
Issued in Berlin: 


'in the eastern theater of war the 
pursuit after the winter battle in the 
Mazurian district has come to an end. 
During the clearing up of operations 
to the northwest of Grodno and in 
the battles reported during the last 
few days in the Bobr and Navew dis­ 
trict, one commanding general and 
four other generals and approximately 
40,001) men have been taken prisoners. 
Seventy-five cannon and some ma­ 
chine 
guns, the 
actual number of 
which has not yet been ascertained, 
and much other war material has been 
captured. 


“The total booty taken in the win­ 
ter battle in the Mazurian district as 
p. result of these additions has been 
^ ¿creased to date to seven generals, 
more than 100,000 men, upwards of 
360 cannon and quantities of other 
material of all descriptions.'' 


The 
Tagoblatt's correspondent at 
Koenigsberg telegraphed that an en­ 
tire corps (40,000 men) of the Rus­ 
sian Tenth army had been annihilat­ 
ed in the recent fighting. He asserted 
that the Russians’ total losses in men 
were 170,000. 


“The most important phase of the 
‘German victory, however,” he added, 
“was 
that the 
Russians lost nine- 
tenths of their artillery. Their retreat 
was a rout in which thousands sur­ 
rendered without fighting." 


The 
greatest 
mountain battle of 
history is now raging in the Carpath 
Ians. The Russians are displaying the 
greatest possible tenacity in their ef­ 
forts to gain victory, but thus far the 
czar's troops are being slowly 
but 
steadily forced out of Galicia. 


The RusPlans 
have 
concentrated 
enormous masses of reserves in an 
attem pt to recapture Kolomea, which 
is an important railway junction. The 
result of the battle there is expected 
to have an important hearing on the 
campaign in Galicia, where the Aus- 
tro-Uernian troops have made further 
advance by capturing Stanislau. 


The military situation bears a great 
resemblance to the Napoleonic strug­ 
gles, in which strategy of the highest 
order was mixed with the most furi­ 
ous fighting

Interstate Commerce Commission statistics conclusively prove 
that Full Crew Laws work three grave hardships—i. e.: 


1—They increase the number of casualties. 
2—They cost the railroads and thousands of men and. women 
who, directly, or indirectly, as depositors in banks, trust companies, 
and savings funds are investors in railroad bonds and stocks, approxi­ 
mately $2,Of 0,000 a year in wages for unnecessary labor. 


3—They deprive the people of a vast amount of improvements. 


No Trains Undermanned 


The railroads contend that their trains never could be undermanned for 
the following good business reasons : 


First—A freight train of one locomotive at $25,000, and 75 cars at $1000 
each, would represent $100,000 in rolling stock. Ia it reasonable to assume that 
a railroad would jeopardize the^afety of that great capital investment to save 
$2.75, the wage of an extra brakeman ? Would it risk the loss of $100,000 worth 
of property to save $2.75 ? 


Second—The railroads know that, to reach full earning capacity and to get 
from their equipment and roadway greatest possible service, all trains must be 
manned with enough men to enable them to do their work and make their trips 
in the least possible time. 


Public Inconvenienced 


Suppose, for example, the Lackawanna Limited left New York for Buffalo 
with four cars. Suppose it arrived at Stroudsburg and there it became necessary 
to put on a fifth car to accommodate unexpected traffic. Under the Full Crew 
Laws this could be done only after an extra brakeman had been brought from a 
division point, or the Stroudsburg passengers would have to stand in crowded 
cars until the train reached Scranton. Should the public be so inconvenienced? 


Why Laws Should Be Repealed 


The railroads now—as always—intend to man every freight and passenger 
train to the full requirements of safety and operating efficiency. They intend 
to do all within their power to expedite traffic and promote public conven­ 
ience. They desire to give that absolute safety, efficiency and service to which 
the people are entitled. 


There is no purpose to lay off men whose services are necessary to ade­ 
quately man trains ; the object is merely to eliminate men for whom there 
is no real necessity and for whom jobs exist only by edict of law. 


Legislation that hampers railroad service, safety and efficiency by expend­ 
ing money which should be used to increase the safety, the welfare and the con-, 
venience of the public is unfair to the people.

BEALES RAPS BKODBECK. 


York, Jan. ?.•—Accusations against Con 


gresernan A. R. Brodbeck, who j« wind- 
ing up hie term as Democratic Represent- 
ative of the Twentieth Congressional dis- 
trict, are contained in a reply which C' 
William Beales, of Gettysburg, the Re- 
publican Congressman-elect, has filed to 
a contest of Beale's election, instituted 
by Mr. Brodbeck, his opponent at the 
polls.

EXPLAINS GROWTH OF SEEDS 


English 
Scientist 
Has 
Discovered 


That Carbonic Acid Gas Keeps 


Them From Sprouting. 


Why seeds should not sprout while 


maturing, and why they should lie 
dormant long periods of time, are 
questions that occur to few who ac- 
cept nature's ways as a matter of 
course. 


But there must be some restraining 


cause, to prevent growth in seeds. <lnd 
Franklin Kidd. .Fellow of St. John's 
college, Cambridge, reports in the pro- 
ceedings of the Royal society that it 
is carbonic acid gas. 


Removing the part of the seed 


which this gas generates, it will 
sprout before it is ripe; it will sprout 
if the high partial pressure of carbon 
dioxide in the atmosphere be removed. 
High temperatures remove these pres- 
sures. • hence seeds genninate best 
in warm weather. 


The arrested development, Mr. Kidd 


finds, is not due to lack of moisture, 
but solely to the narcotic effect of the 
carbon dioxide. 


Planters who would hasten 
the 


sprouting process should increase the 
temperature of seeds and submit them 
to the pressures of oxygen. 


Unprofitable Agreement. 


A St. Louis man tells of a farmer 


in the Ozarks who for years had suf- 
fered through the activities of a hog 
thief named Bill, Mullins. 
Bill was 


known to .be a thief, but he was never 
caught, and, besides, was so much of 
a comedian that nobody cared to pros- 
ecute him.

Birth of Mahomet Has Been Given as 


669, and Hi« Teachings Have Al- 


ways Been the Accepted Form 


of Religion. 


Now that Turkey, "the sick man of 


Europe," has entered into the war, the 
facts of the early origin of tlfat nation 
are of interest. With a population of 
25,000,000 directly under the sultan o 
Turkey today, it seems strange to re 
fleet that when the Turks first ap- 
peared in history they were wander 
ing Tartaric tribes, roving about the 
plateaus of Asia, and generally known 
under the aame of Scythians. 


They asserted that they were de 


scended from a person named Turk 
•who was a grandson of Japhet. In 
the sixth century they left the barren 
tablelands'of central Asia and spreac 
into the steppes of the country now 
called Turkestan. 


Their religion was a. barbarous pa 


ganism, and owing to their roaming 
life and savage nature there was noth 
ing of gentleness in their worship 
not even a temple. Hence they pre 
sented an inviting field for the incur 
sion of the Arabs, who at this perioc 
brought them into the fold of the 
Mahometan religion. 


Mahomet was born in Arabia in 659 


and though of wealthy parents, earlj 
devoted himself to the study of re- 
ligions, reading both the Christian and 
Jewish books on that subject. 
His 


own people then professed a system 
of' polytheism, • but the reformer at 
tacked this, preaching that there was 
but one God and that Mahomet was 
his prophet. 


From a few followers his believers 


grew into the thousands, and when 
Arabia had bean converted these Mds 
lems, with fire and sword, entered 
Turkestan and obliged tile Turk to 
accept the Mahometan religion. The> 
soon became its most ardent ex 
nents, and so great was the growth 
that today there are 200,000,000 people 
who believe in the Koran, the Maho- 
metan bible, worshiping God as Allah 
and Mahomst as his prophet. 


The green silk trousers of Mahomet 


were for a long time borne as the ban 
ner of the Moslem army. The incur 
sions of the Turks into Europe won 
for them many Christian provinces at 
various times, among them being Ar 
menia, Servia and the Bplkans.

Insects That Carry Diseases. 


Sir Donald Ross, who discovered 


sow the anopheles or mottled winged 
mos.quito carries malaria, gave in a 
lecture at Charing Cross hospital in 
November an account of other dis- 
eases that are carried by insects or 
bugs. Mosquitoes carry not only ma- 
laria but yellow fever, dengue fever 
and elephantiasis. Glossina morsitans 
is the carrying agent of the tropical 
disease known as magana, while tsetse 
flies are the cause of sleeping sick- 
ness. 


The spirochetes of tick fever are 


borne by ticks and a mild fever is 
xonve'yed by sand flies. Plague is due 
to the rat flea which carries the para- 
sites in the salivary glands and leaves 
them in the flesh of whomsoever it 
bites. Mediterranean fever is carried 
principally by the milk of infected 
goats. Leprosy has been attributed to 
bedbugs, and some are even begin- 
ning to think that measles is due to

vious time among the troops on duty 
beyond the continental limits of the 
counu y. Jt is interesting to note that 
at no titne iu the history of the army 
has the rate for alcoholism been so low. 


"It is especially satisfactory," says 


General Gorgas. "in view of the exten- 
sion of white races toward the tropics, 
to state that the rates for malarial 
fevers are the lowest since 1908, when 
our troops were first permanently sta- 
tioned in the tropics." 


The hospital corps of the army, the 


surgeon general says, should be made 
more attractive, because under present 
conditions there is little inducement in 
the pay to draw to it men of intelll 
gence that are necessary to perform 
efficiently its many and specialized 
duties. Pharmacists, surgical, labora- 
tory and sanitary assistants, expert 
nurses and toots can get better pay. 
as well as. better hours, out of the 
army than in it. he says. 


"The reoigauization of several new 


field hospitals and ambulance units 
during 1014," 
General Gorgas con 


tinues, "only in part remedies the glar- 
ing defect obseiied in the shortage ot 
mobile sanitary units. 
Our present 


personnel permits only » half of the 
regular army In the h'eld to be served 
by the sanitary units prescribed by 
field service regulations 
In view ot 


the great battle losses to be expected 
in modern wars, it is a serious responsi 
bility to rely upon improvised units 
that must serve at the front. 


"The great reduction in the amount 


of preventable disease 
foreshadows 


great economies, to the government as 
practical application is developed Un 
til comparatively recently the duties ot 
medical othcers \\ere almost entirely 
confined to the care ot the sick and 
•wounded. 
In keeping with modern 


tendencies specialisation has de>elop 
ed and to their former duty Is now 
added that of sanitary science with the 
practice of preventive medicine in the 
field and garrison, the handling and 
disposal of the sick and wounded in 
campaign and the various specialties 
of the civilian physician and surgeon 
All this requires preparation and tram 
ing unknown in past years. The medi 
cal corps is the only portion of the 
army not included !n the plan of edu 
cation of the army instituted when 
Senator Root was secretary ot war. 


"It seems time that a comprehensive 


scheme was adopted to beep medical 
officers trained and abreast of the tunes 
In both their medico military and strict- 
ly professional duties. 


"For some years it has been neces 


Bary to constantly employ from ninety 
to 100 members of the medical reserve 
corps with troops. !t is desirable that 
the medical corps be large enough to 
perform all the duties required in 
peace, and any reserve of trained medi- 
cal officers be effected in other ways 
In time of war there will be demands 
for medical officers that the corps will 
be unable to meet 
A sufficient num- 


ber to meet requirements in peace is 
the best preparation to meet the de- 
mands upon the medical department tw 
mobilization and war."

Says Dispatch to Germany. 


Vienna reported to Berlin that the 


lYench dreadnought Courbet has been 
sunk, following an attack by the Aus- 
trian submarine No. 12. 


The Austrian 
report says it has 


been ascertained that after the Cour- 
bet was hit by the Austrian subma- 
rine, the dreadnought Jean Bart, sis- 
ter ship of the Courbet, tried to tow 
her to port. 


The Jean Bart,, while maneuvering, 


jammed the Courbet, and the latter 
sank. The Jean. Bart afterward dock- 
sd at Malta. 


The Vienna report states that the 


French officials have been concealing 
the news concerning the loss of the 
Gourbet and have announced merely 
that the. Jean Bart was injured. 


The Courbet, a sister ship of tho 


Jean Bart, and the counterpart of the 
English Audacious, was the flagship 
«f the French squadron. She was a 
23,000-ton battleship, bulit at Lorient 
and completed in 1913 at a cost of 
$12,000,000. Her length was 545 feet, 
-with a beam of 88% feet. Her draught 
was 29 feet and her indicated horse 
2ower 28,000. 
She mounted twelve 


22-inch 
guns, 
twenty-two 
5.5-inch 


guns and lour three-pounders. Her 
speed was thirty knots an hour, and 
she carried 998 men. 


The French squadron is believed to 


iave been operating chiefly in the 
Adriatic, although its exact location 
las never been disclosed. The Aus 
srian base is at Pola, at the head o> 
the Adriatic sea.

England Declares Alleged Fraudulent 


Shipping Practices Force Search of 


Ships. 


The reply of Great Britain to the 


protest of "the United States against 
British practices in interfering with 
the neutral trade of this country was 
made public at the state deartment. 


In tone the British note is even 


more friendly and in spirit quite as 
frank as the American note. It is in 
most respects a convincing argument 
in support of the British exercise of 
its control of the seas and seeks to 
refute some of the contentions set 
forth in the American protest. 


Aside from the protest against the 


methods rather than the principle of 
the British policy, it was considered 
that the strongest point in the Amer- 
ican 
note was the contention that 


Great Britain had violated her own 
and accepted rule in her treatment of 


looastuir as asnonue contraoana wnen 
consigned tu neutral countries adjoin- 
ing Gerrnary. 


The British reply to this contention 


is probably the weakest point in tho 
reply. While it is maintained 
that 


Great Britain has adhered to the ac- 
cepted rule, and while it is declared 
that it is iier present intention to do 
so, an excuse for departure from the 
rule in future is sought in the allega- 
tion that her enemies are violating 
the accepted rules of civilization and 
humanity. 


As 
was 
expected, Great Britain 


gives every assurance that could bo 
desirad of conducting her operations 
with the least possible harm to the 
interests of the United 
States and 


those oi' neutral trade in general and 
borrowing the very language of tho 
American note with regard to trade 
interest, asserts that only such inter- 
ference as "is necessary to protect 
the bSligersnt's national safety, and 
then only to the- extent to which thin 
is necessary," it is warranted or in- 
tended by Great Britain. 


It is explained that this note is a 


preliminary communication, and will 
be followed by one dealing in more 
detail with the issues raised. 


Taking up the American contention 


that British practices have caused! a 
depression in American trade by de- 
nying American products their estab' 
lished markets in neutral countries, 
the British cite the American export 
figures i'cr November, 1913 and 1914, 
Great 
Britain concedes that cotton 


may have fallen off, but points out 
that she cannot be blamed for that, as 
she has practiced the intention cf not 
interfering with cotton as contraband 
of war. 


Replying to the American conten- 


tions regarding copper, Great Britain 
shows 
from 
American figures how 


tremendously the imports of coppsi 
by the neutral countries contiguous 
to Germany and Austria have increas- 
ed since the war. 


"With such figures," the note de- 


clares, "the presumption is 
very 


strong that the bulk of copper con- 
signed by these eouatries has recent- 
ly been intended not for their own 
use, but for that of a beligerent who 
cannot import it direct." 


It is declared that four cargoes ol 


copper and aluminum nominally con- 
signed to Sweden are known by the 
British authorities to have been defi- 
nitely consigned to Germany, and 
hence arc. being detained for prize 
court proceedings. 


It is clearly stated in the note that 


Great Britain believes that the Unit- 
ed States must bear some of the re- 
sponsibility 
for 
delays for neutral 


shipping because of its action in pro- 
hibiting the publication of ships' man 
ifests until thirty days 
after they 


have left port, the effect of which has 
been, the note declares, the exanii 
nation and detention of more ships 
than would otherwise have been ne- 
cessary.

New York's subway was visited by 


fire and panic, which sent some 200 
persons to hospitals, caused the death 
of one woman and upset the transpor 
tation system of the city. 


The fire was said to have been due 


to an electrical explosion in a conduit 
between the Fiftieth and Fifty-ninth 
streets stations under Broadway. 


The noise and smoke terrified the 


700 or more passengers of two down 
town trains stalled nearby, and in 
their unreasoning efforts to escape 
scores were badly bruised, many were 
knocked unconscious and still others 
were overcome by smoke.

the accident that the last passenger 
was rescued, and during that time, in 
the streets nearby, there was a con-

MEAT AT 50 CENTS; SHOES $10 


Experts See This <n Two Years Owing 


to Shortage In Cattle. 


Chicago.—Meat at 50 cents a pound 


and shoes at $10 a pair are, possibili- 
ties in the next two years, in the opin- 
ion of government and stockyards ex- 
perts after taking a census of the cat- 
tle in the country and finding the visi- 
ble supply less than 35,000,000 head. 
As this includes calves, yearlings and 
full grown stock, the number of ani- 
mals capable of breeding is reduced 
to an alarmingly deficient supply. 


"Meat in America -will be a rarity 


before the war ends, with its drain 
on our supply," said Henry J. Wil- 
liamson, government statistician in the 
department of agriculture. 


"Unless scientific breeding becomes 


general and the slaughter -of calves 
ceases, before five years have expired 
America will find herself in the -class 
of European countries that have to 
look to importation to supply meat"
